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Crackdown 
on illegal 
tobacco sales 


1 ,500 cigarettes seized 


TWO shops in Woolwich 
were stopped from selling 
illegal tobacco after a 
royal borough operation. 

Trading Standards officers 
seized 1,500 illegal cigarettes 
and 1.9kg of hand rolling 
tobacco during a series of 
spot-checks. 

Most traders were found to 
be complying with the law 

The sale of illicit tobacco is 
known to encourage smoking 
in young people and this 
action is just one way the 
royal borough is committed to 
protect residents’ health from 
the risks linked to smoking. 

It has also supported the 
recent national, month-long 
Stoptober campaign. 

During the campaign, more 
than 1,000 residents visited 
the royal borough’s roadshow 
for support and signed a 
pledge to give up smoking for 
the month. 

The royal borough was also 
one of the first authorities 
to sign up to the Local 
Government Declaration 
on Tobacco Control which 
commits to reducing the 
number of people smoking,

and to work with local 
communities to develop non- 
smoking plans. 

Almost 30 councils have now 
signed the declaration. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community 
safety and environment, told 
GT: “It is good to see that 
the majority of traders were 
found to be complying with 
the law. 

“However, we will not 
hesitate to take firm action 
where traders are found to be 
breaking the law and selling 
illicit tobacco. 

“Once again the royal 
borough has demonstrated its 
determination to protect the 
health of local residents by 
stepping up its enforcement 
action against the sale of 
illicit tobacco.”

Police honour young hero 


Award for boy, 

1 5, who rescued 
woman from fire

A VOLUNTEER police cadet from 
Eltham has been awarded an Assistant 
Commissioner’s Commendation 
after he saved an elderly woman 
from a blazing house while on his 
paper round. 

Fifteen-year-old Joshua Robertson 
saw smoke coming from the address 
in Alderwood Road, Eltham, as he 
was delivering newspapers last July. 

He heard the smoke alarm and 
banged on the door. 

An elderly woman answered, but 
refused to leave the house, which was 
full of smoke with flames engulfing 
the kitchen. 

Joshua alerted neighbours, who called 
the emergency services and, covering his 
face, he went back into the house, where 
he talked to the woman and eventually 
managed to persuade her to get out. 

Joshua, who is head boy at Saint Paul’s 
Academy, in Abbey Wood, said the skills 
that he had learned as a police cadet, his 
experiences on the Duke of Edinburgh 
Awards and his work as a volunteer at a 
care home in Abbey Wood all helped him

He said: “Looking back I feel very happy Joshua was awarded his commendation 
and proud that I was able to help save her by Simon Byrne for his “bravery, tenacity 
life. I don’t think she would have left her and maturity” at a ceremony at Scotland 


Yard, where he was joined by his mother 
Judith and St Paul’s deputy headteacher 
Tony Ring. 

Supt Parm Sandhu from Greenwich 
said: “Joshua joined our Volunteer Police 
Cadets a year ago and in that short 
time, he’s proved to be popular and 
hardworking. 

“He’s also extremely modest - we 
only found out about his life-saving 
efforts after his fellow cadets told us.” 
She added: “It’s an amazing story 
and many people would have given 
up at the first attempt and waited 
for the Fire Brigade to arrive. 
“However, Joshua didn’t give 
up and, having already seen the 
extent of the fire, he rushed back 
into the house and undoubtedly 
saved the lady’s life in doing so. 

“Joshua’s bravery, tenacity, 
calmness and quick thinking are 
in keeping with the best traditions 
of the Metropolitan Police Service, 
and his efforts are all the more 
astonishing considering he is one 
of the youngest members of the 
police family.”

Cash & carry mice 

Food warehouse fined £6k after droppings found

A CASH and carry in Charlton 
has been fined £6,000 after 
environmental health inspectors 
found mouse droppings among sacks 
of food during a spot check. 

Michael Adedipe, owner of Ades Cash 
and Carry, was prosecuted by the royal 
borough after inspectors found the 
droppings and poor levels of cleanliness, 
as well as dangerous steps being used by 
staff at the Eastmoor Street property. 

Magistrates at Bexley heard that he had 
been given health advice by royal borough 
officers repeatedly since 2009. 

A series of enforcement notices had been 
served, but standards had not improved 
before the decisive, unannounced visit in 
December 2012. 

Ades Ltd and director Adedipe pleaded 
guilty. On top of the fine, the company 
was ordered to pay prosecution costs of 
£2,745. Adedipe was also fined £2,500. 

At the December 2012 inspection, officers 
removed a large set of mobile steps when 
the wheels fell off. They also found dead 
insects inside a hand basin in a packaging 
area and holes in walls. 

The mouse droppings were discovered

in a follow-up visit a week later, scattered 
among bags of flour. 

Tests later found toxins in a ground seed 
powder and smoked prawns were several 
times over the recommended European 
safe levels. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet member 
for community safety and environment, 
said: “This business was prosecuted 
because they failed to respond to the 


sdetailed advice which officers had 
provided over some time. They had very 
poor levels of hygiene and cleanliness 
and by failing to follow proper safety 
procedures also put their staff at risk of 
serious harm.”

Cafe aims to provide 
jobs as well as food

A CAFE has opened in Greenwich 
with the aim of being the hub of 
the community as well as to give 
residents jobs or training. 

The Guarida Community Cafe opened at 
the start of the month in The Forum at 
Greenwich, on Trafalgar Road. 

The cafe project has been developed 
by some residents of the Ferrier Estate, 
Kidbooke. 

One of the organisers, Rosa Goncalves, 
said: “We’re aiming to provide an 
environment for young people including 
training and it’s not just work that 
involves washing up and chopping onions, 
it’s about all aspects of running a cafe, 
like the paperwork.” 

Experienced hands who have been out 
of work, with the relevant skills, will be 
employed to oversee the younger staff. 

Rosa said: “We’re looking to use those 
older people to guide them. 

“But the young people will be working at 
their own pace and it will be run around 
them. Many of the young people won’t be 
able to go there until 5pm after school or 
college and they can work until 8pm when 
we close.” 

Rosa’s daughter Alisha Jallo, 19, has 
helped promote the cafe where she 
studies, at Shooters Hill Post 16 Campus. 
Rosa hopes to attract customers from the

Flock together for bird survey 


Health campaign 
aimed at families 


WILDLIFE lovers are being sought to 
keep an eye on the royal borough’s birds, 
just as Greenwich becomes the centre of 
a conservation project. 

The Big Garden Birdwatch takes place 
this weekend (January 24-25) 
run by the Royal Society 
for the Protection of 
Birds. 

The world’s largest 
wildlife survey aims to 
record numbers of birds 
after noting a 70 per cent 
drop in London’s house 
sparrow population over 20 
years. 

It is thought a lack of food and 
urban noise are major factors in the 
decline. 

The reduction in numbers 
has caught the attention of 
cement firm CEMEX UK, 
which has teamed up with 
the RSPB to set up a wildlife 
area at its Angerstein Wharf Plant on 
the Greenwich Peninsula to improve 
conditions for sparrows and other birds. 

Staff are installing feeders and 
undertaking bird surveys to see how and 
if sparrows use industrial sites. 

Nest boxes have been put up to provide 
shelter and CEMEX plans to plant grass 
and wild flower seeds to grow food. 

RSPB London manager Martyn Foster 
said: “We’re losing our wildlife in our 
towns, cities and the wider countryside. 
All nature needs our help and this is a 
great step forward.” 

David Whitby, the site manager, said: 
“We’ve set up bird feeders, with seeds 
that were supplied by the RSPB and 
we’ve also educated the staff so that they 


can identify birds. 

“We’re recording what birds are feeding 
and so far we have had a yellow wagtail 
and a robin. I’m really hoping we’ll 
get a house sparrow soon. We are also 
involved with the RSPB with birds of 
prey and have seen kestrels on the site.” 
Meanwhile the RSPB want people 
to help with their survey by 
spending an hour recording 
birds. There is a bird guide 
to help identify the species 
on their website 
www.rspb.org.uk/ 
birdwatch. 

While sparrows numbers 
decline, last year’s Big Garden 
Birdwatch results showed that 
numbers of carrion crows and 
ring-necked parakeets in 
the borough rose. 

Individuals or families 
in the borough looking 
to fill in the survey have 
some of London’s best places to view 
wildlife. 

• Sutcliffe Park - transformed by the 
award-winning flood alleviation scheme, 
it is one of London’s most spectacular 
wetland sites. Wildlife includes little 
egrets, kingfishers and reed warblers. 

• Peninsula Ecology Park - includes wet 
woodland and meadow. Along the nearby 
Thames path black redstarts, a local 
rarity, and river birds might be seen. 

• Bostall Heath and Woods - part of 
the Green Chain, this contains a mix 
of woodland, grassland and heathland. 
Look for goldcrests, woodpeckers and 
sparrowhawks. 

• Greenwich Park - see red and fallow 
deer roam in the park’s enclosure.

FAMILIES are being encouraged to sign 
up for a major new national campaign 
running this month called Smart Swaps, 
backed by the royal borough. 

Part of Change4Life, it is designed to 
help families change to healthier eating 
habits by cutting sugar and fat intake. 

Cutting from a two-litre fizzy drink - 
containing sugar equivalent to 52 cubes 
- to diet, sugar free or milk or water could 
cut an average family's sugar intake over 
four weeks by three quarters of a 1 kg bag. 

Changing from full fat milk to semi- 
skimmed would potentially save a third of 
a pint of fat over four weeks. 

Those who sign up to 'Smart Swaps' 
will receive a free Smart Swapper full of 
healthier swap and meal ideas, money off 
vouchers and supportive emails and texts. 

Cllr John Fahy, cabinet member for 
health, adults and older people, said: 

"We are delighted to be supporting 
Change4Life's Smart Swaps campaign this 
year. Eating healthily is important for all 
the family and we're encouraging families 
to sign up and choose their swaps this 
January by searching for'Change4Life' 
online at home or in our libraries. 

"There's also lots of help available locally 
and many positive initiatives across the 
royal borough to support families to eat 
more healthily." 

Many schools are making their meals 
healthier than ever, while Greenwich 
Cooperative Development Agency (GCDA) 
is supporting local fast food outlets in 
offering menu items that have reduced 
salt and fat, healthy options, smaller 
portion sizes and low sugar drinks.

Another civil engineering apprentice who 
is in his third year is Jack Carlisle from 
Shooters Hill. Former Harris Academy 
student Jack works for the council's 
highways and maintenance team, also at the 
Woolwich Centre. 

He said: "I'm really enjoying what I'm doing, 
and there's lots to do. I've been involved in 
a recent tendering exercise, updating the 
borough's winter maintenance policy and 
collating information, as well as repairs for 


potholes and cracks and salting roads. I've 
also been shadowing the role of a highways 
engineer. People trust me to get on with the 
things that need doing. 

"I've done my two years education 
course and I'm now doing my one year's 
employment. I hope to get a permanent job 
at the end or else I'll have to look around 
elsewhere, using my BTEC diploma." 

Jasmine Salih-Browne, 20, from Eltham had 
employment and training support through 
GLLaB and then had the opportunity to gain 
work experience before she applied for an 
apprenticeship. 

Her work placement is with the skills team 
within Employment and Skills on the 


11th floor at Mitre Passage - the council- 
managed centre which offers work space to 
digital companies on Greenwich Peninsula. 
She started in August 2012, and her 
supervisor was so impressed by Jasmine 
that she asked for her six-month placement 
to be extended by another three months, 
and then kept her on as an apprentice doing 
an NVQ. 

"My job is doing data support and data 
entry, and survey reports - a big variety of 
jobs," said Jasmine. "It's all going great. I've 
learnt a lot of new skills already, and I'm 
really enjoying it. When I've finally finished 
I'd either like a full-time job or go for a 
higher-level apprenticeship."

to Dartford to be close to the British Judo 
Performance Institute where he trained 
full time, before now taking up the job at 
GLL, the royal borough’s leisure partner. 

Ben is well known as a motivational 
speaker for charities and has already 
been an ambassador for the GLL Sport 
Foundation, which is the company’s 
nationwide version of Greenwich Starting 
Blocks. 

Ben (pictured) said: “They 
are a great company 
to work for and I had 
some knowledge 
and experience of 
them from their sports 
funding programme 
and thought the job 
was something I’m quite 
passionate about and 
that seemed a natural 
progression.” 

While he intends to get his 
feet under the table before 
entering into the specifics of 
what he intends to do with 
the role, he said: “It’s about 
breaking down barriers and 
saying that just because you 
have a disability it doesn’t 
mean you should have any 
fewer opportunities to do 
sport. 

“There’s nothing to stop 
people, it comes down to 
having opportunities and 
access those and facilities.” 

Ben’s visual impairment 
means he can see shapes 
but not specifics but that and his knee 
injury which ended his judo career does 
not mean he is stopping his sport. 
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As well as the marathons - for which he 
has only just begun training - he has been 
roped in to cycling from Lands End to 
John O’Groats in the Ride Across Britain 
event in September. 

“When I told my surgeon [about the 
marathons] he wasn’t that impressed, but 
I’m not going to go nuts,” Ben insisted, 
his intention to get round over-riding any 
question of seeking a decent time. 

The former European and double 
World Champion wanted to 
quit his sport at the 
top. He considered 
carrying on for 
another couple of major 
2 championships, but 
felt that he would not 
have been able to compete 
t the standard he had set. 
Becoming a father seven 
months ago - and with the 
visually impaired judo 
programme moving to the 
Centre of Excellence in 
Walsall - also influenced his 
thinking that now was the 
right time to end his career. 

Phil Lane, GLL’s head 
of sport, said: “We are 
delighted to have Ben on 
board. He is an outstanding 
candidate and brings a 
wealth of knowledge and 
expertise. 

“As a stalwart supporter of 
GLL as a GSF ambassador, 
he is already familiar 
with our organisation and 
will help us to maximise 
opportunities to increase 
and sustain sports participation for 
disabled people as part of the legacy of the 
Olympic and Paralympic games.” 

Ben will work with groups such as the 
Greenwich Public Health team and the 
Greenwich Inclusive and Active Forum, 
to promote being fit and active at all 
levels, from healthy living to elite sport.

ONE of Great Britain’s Paralympic 
medallists, Ben Quilter, has 
joined Greenwich Leisure 
Ltd, the borough’s 
leisure partner, as 
disability sport officer. 
Having retired from judo 
with a long list of medals - 
including bronze at London 
2012 - the visually impaired former athlete 
will work to increase and develop physical 
activities for everyone with disabilities, not 
just in Greenwich but 
across the company’s 
portfolio of contracts 
across the country. 

But although he 
has quit his 
sport, it will 
no t stop 
him taking 
on a few extra 
curricular activities 
for charity. 

The 32-year-old 
posted on Twitter 
last week “a wise 
man said, why run 1 
marathon when you 



can run 2!” after securing a place in the 
London Marathon as well as the Brighton 
one. 

He told GT: “They are only a week apart, so 
that’s not ideal, but I wanted to raise some 
money for some charities that helped me 
during my career.” 

And injuries that caused Ben to retire 
will not hold him back, either. Ben won his 
London bronze having to fight through the 
pain of snapping the cruciate ligament and 
rupturing the medial ligaments in his knee 
just seven weeks before the Games. 

Postponing surgery until after the 
September 2012 event, he reflected: “There 
was a lot of tape and injections and I just 
had a go. 

“There were lots of factors 
and I looked at the risks. I 
actually lost my first round 
fight and managed to come 
through the repacharge and 
go on to win bronze. 

“London was amazing for 
lots of different reasons. It 
was completely different 
from Beijing for me because 
of the expectation but I 
thoroughly enjoyed it.”
